after being bitten. Thirteen days of treatment were administered. 
On the fourteenth day Mr. M. developed a rapidly ascending paralysis, 
which began in the toes and finally involved the muscles of respiration, 
which caused his death. He died on the twenty-second day from the 
date of the bite. The doctors in attendance have given out the fol- 
lowing report : 

As the result of a special examination of the brain of Mr. M., made Saturday, April 
4, positive evidence of rabies was found. * * *
